NOTE: The amendments to claims 16, 23, and 24 further defining the volume of reinforcing fibers raise new issues 
requiring further search and consideration. The amendement to claim 16 to incorporate the subject matter of claim 18 raises new issues 
requiring further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to applicant's argument that the combination of US '537 and WO '392 would lead to a different method than those claimed and 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combine the teachings of US '537 and WO '392 or have a reasonable 
expectation of success on so doing: US '537, not WO '392, is being relied upon to teach the claimed method steps as in claim 16. WO 
'392 only supplements those teachings of US '537 by teaching a desirable fiber volume content in a fiber-resin composite, such that the 
composite has enough fiber volume content to provide adequate reinforcement, but not too much fiber volume content such that the resin is 
not sufficient to bind the fibers (see WO '392 page 15, line 20-page 1 6, line 2). Such a teaching of desirable fiber volume content is 
relevant to all fiber-resin composites, whether formed by the method of US '537 or WO '392. 

The remainder of the arguments are moot in view of the fact that they are drawn to the newly proposed unentered limitations. 
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
